HE King continues to give Orders for

800 Mules are. bought " to draw the 
Wag ons that are to carry the King’s Baggage: All 
the Officers and Noblemen that are to attend his 
Majefty Field, are order'd to hold thiemfelves 
ready to be gone by the 2eth of this Month: , 
rom the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 7.
